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Suicide Help 
Takes Hours

An apparent suicide attempt and two suicide threats by residence 
hall students in the past few weeks have been virtually ignored until 
recently by Student Counseling Services. 

If a student in a Sacramento State residence hall attempted suicide 
tonight and needed immediate professional help from the Student Coun- 
seling Service, chances are he couldn’t get it. 

The college is ultimately responsible for the well being of some 
1200 residence hal! students. It has not fully committed itself to this 
responsibility. 

Two emergency situations in off-campus college approved housing 
recently warranted the immediate need for a counselor. Late January 
22, a student apparently attempted suicide. Telephone calls were made 
to members of the counseling staff. No one was available. Two hours 
were spent going through unnecessary administrative red tape. At 2 
o’clock in the morning the Dean of Students arrived. 

Richard Morrison, head of Student Counseling Services, said in a 
recent Hornet interview, that there are no counselors on call to meet 
such emergency situations. ‘‘! am on call more or less twenty-four 
hours a day. But I’m not here todo that too many nights a week,” said 
Morrison. On two of the occasions, one of which took place February 
18, Morrison was not available for three hours. Again the residence 
hall staff involved spent many hours trying to get someone to help. 

Donald W, Bailey, Dean of Students, sees the recent situations as a 
real problem, ‘There should have been someone available,”’ he said. 
He stressed that the college has a mora! responsibility and an obliga- 
tion to fill the needs of the students and emergency situations should be 
provided for. ‘‘We should be more reliable than we have been,”’ he 
continued. 

In an attempt to find out where the responsibility lies, a call was 
made to the legal advisors in the Chancellor’s office. It seems no one 
knows for sure where this “obligation and responsibility” begins... 
or at leasi no one was willing to say. Mayer Chapman, legal advisor in 
the Chancellor’s office said that there seems tobe an ‘‘administrative 
breakdown.”’ Sacramento State has an ‘“‘administrative problem,” he 
added. 

As a result of the incidents, administrative members, Dean Bailey: 
Margaret McKoane, Dean of Student Activities; Florence Gilchrist, 
coordinator of Student Housing; Suzanne Snively, head of Student Health 


and Morrison met on February 1 to discuss the problem, but a th

As of yet, there are no results. Itwas agreed upon by the group that 
a twenty-four hour call service should be provided to the halls. After 
the meeting it was thought by Dean Bailey that an agreement had been 
decided upon — that the problem had been worked out. Morrison said, 
however, that the counseling staffis split as to whether or not they want 
to place themselves on emergency call, Bailey stressed that counseling 
should be more than just an8 to 5 job. However, continued Bailey, there 
are many other factors that must be considered in making these 
arrangements. 

At this time, this seems tobe the factor that is holding up progress. 
Another meeting of the group is scheduled for Monday. 

There is an element of irony if not sadness in this administrative 
apathy. Once the college is equipped with a neat guidance office and has 
acquired a few personable young counselors, it is assumed that results 
will take place. 

On SSC’s counseling staffthere are six clinical psychologists. There 
is not a full time psychiatrist employed by Counseling. Is the reason 
because of the lack of funds? 

In an interview Monday with President Johns concerning the new

Here, therefore is the paradox 
Why spend $275 dollars for one lecture in a subject that is uninter- 
esting to the students? Also, why spend that amount when Glen Fish- 
back taught for a month as a part time professor for only $1837 

The most disturbing factor in this whole case was the fact that 
it is not the student who is being considered but rather the various 
departments. The primary purpose of a school and its departments 
is to enhance the learning experience of the student and to further 
Therefore, why take away a class such as 
creative photography which does appeal to students?

Effectively Told by A.C.T.

When | first learned that the 
American Conservatory Theatre 
was to present ‘‘In White Amer- 
ica,’’ a documentary history of 
the American Negro, I wasn’t too 
impressed. 

Though the play had been pro- 
duced successfully in recent 
years, historical documents just 
didn’t seem the most interesting 
material in the world, nor the 
most inducive to dramatization. 

‘In White America’’ begins 
with a description of the condi- 
tions of the Negro aboard slave 
ships in 1788 and ends with the 
story of a 15-year-old Negro 
gir! who thought she wouldenroll 
in Little Rock’s Central High in 
1957 — a simple and uninterest- 
ing enough story line until one 
sees it performed by the Ameri- 
can Conservatory Theatre, 


Although the fine acting of 
y Most of her costars cannot be 


over emphasized, Ann Weldon 
‘ dominated the stage of Sacra- 
mento State College’s Little 
Theatre from start to finish. 
Whether belting out songs with 
the refreshing gusto she used 
to portray ‘‘Sojourner Truth’’ 
or quieting to sensitivity for her 
role of Mrs, Tutson, a woman 
horsewhipped by the KKK, Miss 
Weldon charmed her audience, 

The high point of the entire 
evening was her role as the Girl 
from Central High (a role made 
famous off-Broadway by Gloria 
Foster), Miss Weldon so capti- 
vated her audience that the only 
sounds to be heard were those 
of tears falling quietly to the 
stage floor. 

Glenn Mazen, a fiery young 
actor, whose long blonde hair 
and mustache remind one of 
General Custer, displayed a 
similar mastery, The rantings 
of Senator Tillman were de- 
livered with a conviction which 
is rarely seen on our college 
stage. 

Father Devine, played by 
Anthony Williams, provided a 
hilarious interlude in the sec-

Jackson, who studied drama in 
Paris under a Fulbright scholar- 
ship and was a member of the 
Circle - In- The - Square Dire: - 
tor’s Workshop, directed 7 2s- 
day night’s performance. The 
musical adaptations by Gil 
Turner — many of them brought 
by him from the Birmingham 
marches — gave the perform- 
ance a depch not to be found in 
the origina! presentations.

Bettelheim 
Speech Draws 


Packed House 


Is love a sufficient force to 
hold a family together? Accord- 
ing to Bruno Bettelheim, doctor 
of psychology and philosophy at 
the University of Chicago, it 
is not. 


In a speech given toa capacity 
crowd in the Little Theatre Mon- 
day, Bettelheim stated that the 
family should be built ona 
sounder basis than the over- 
powering but quickly dissipating 
emotion of love. 

Bettelheim stated that the 
earliest families were based on 
economic necessity because 
it took several people working 
together to survive. These nec- 
essities bound the family together 
and produced mutual! affectation 
and respect. Since the Victorian 
age, however, the family has not 
been an economic necessity s0 
love has become the sole means 
for holding a family together. 


The problem of individual 
identity didn’t exist because 
everyone contributed to the fam- 
ily continued Bettelheim. There 
was ahierarchy established, with 
the oldest members of the family 
holding the highest positions. For 
the present day individual, iden- 
tity comes from excelling in the 
‘*rat race,’’ outside the family. 


Bettelheim also felt that 
mutual respect in the modern 
family is a one-way road. While 
children are maturing quicker 
physically, they are kept mentally 
dependent ‘r, consequently 
they don’t receive the needed 
respect. This lack of mutual 
respect has caused the age grouys 
to draw further and further apart. 
He pointed out that this age gap 
could be caused by the fact that 
the American student has 
to attend school longer than the 
European student, who is usually 
finished with public school at the 
age of 14 or 16, and is auto- 
matically placed in the position 
of being dependent longer.

Prostatic heart valves, heart 
assists, pacemakers for the heart 
and a new machine for mass 
screening for emphysema are 
just a few of the research pro- 
jects and designs they are creat- 
ing, Students are also building 
a lazer beam themselves. In 
other engineering areas, they’ve 
helped professors bury conduit 
some 23 feet under soil in order 
to determine soil pressures sur- 
rounding buried conduit. 

To celebrate ‘‘Engineers 
Week’’ February 18-24 and its 
central theme for 1968, ‘*De- 
sign for World Health’’, the 
School held an open house Wed- 
nesday, Faculty members and 
students welcomed junior college 
high school and junior high school 
Students, as well as members of 
the technical community and 
greater Sacramento area resi- 
dents. 

Featured in the two-hour 
presentations were a series of 
capsule reviews on the growth 
and future of the different engi- 
neering programs — civil, elec- 
trica! — and mechanical — at 
Sacramento State College, The 
reviews were followed by stu- 
dent-conducted tours of engi- 
neering laboratories. 

Presentations were made by 
Howard L, Hartman, who became 
SSC’s first Dean of the newly 
organized School of Engineer- 
ing this year, The Deanaddress- 
ed an open meeting of the Amer- 
ican Society of Mechanical Engi- 
neers (ASME) dealing with the 
current crisis in higher educa- 
tion in California, The title of 
his speech was ‘‘The Stakes are 
High,’’ 

Hartman believes that engi- 
neers are ‘‘people oriented.”’ 
He states that ‘‘engineers have 
a real involvement in sociolog- 
ical problems of today.’’ 

‘‘Answers for our socio- 
economic problems will come 
from technological problems 
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currently being solved’’ he be- 
lieves, 

‘Examples of problems that 
engineers can solve are better 
and inexpensive ~ housing like 
the model apartments being set 
up in New York City. One of 
our biggest problems” he states, 
‘is moving people and objects 
from place to place or transpor- 
tation.”’ 

He also cited the electric car 
as a solution to the control of 
air pollution, and believes engi- 
neers should concentrate efforts 
on raising standards for good, 
adequate living conditions. 

‘‘Most of our technological 
problems today are city- 
oriented’ he states. ‘‘Here at 
SSC, some of the projects we’re 
planning (but are not committed 
to) include the ‘Engineering Up- 
ward Bound’ program to assist 
minority group and culturally 
disadvantaged students enroll in 
our School of Engineering. We 
are locating promising students 
who can be motivated towards 
engineering who _— previously 
haven’t been counseled in this 
direction,’’ 

‘“‘We’re also concerned with 
the Institute for Technology and 
Society and hope to set up re- 
sources at SSC in the next two 
or three years to dea! with Sac- 
ramento’s urban problems such 
as air pollution, sub-standard 
housing and water contro]. This 
will allow us to research and 
discuss techniques to alleviate 
some of our area’s major prob- 
lems,”’ 

‘“‘We also hope to establish 
in our specific academic pro- 
gram, a bio-engineering insti- 
tute or group that will include 
a curriculum for inter -disciplin- 
ary study for life science, physics 
chemistry and engineering stu- 
dents,’’

One basic fault in @ tourna- 
ment of elimination, suchas this, 
is the fact that if one individual 


happens to be picked to wrestle 
the number one rated man of 
his weight class in the beginning 
of the tourney and loses, he can 
do no better than third place, 
despite the fact, that he may be 
the second best mat man in the 
conference. 

On the other hand, if a wrest- 
ler with an acceptable, but not 
dazzling record encounters 
weaker opponeris throughout the 
tournament and ends up in the

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Dumke Asks Students Help 
Reduce Damage Of Dissent 


Editor’s Note: Following is the 
final part of a three-part article 
by Glenn S. Dumke, Chancellor 
of the California State Colleges. 
Parts one and two appeared in the 
February 13 and 16 issues re 
spectively of the HORNET. The 
article is a reprint of a speech 
delivered by Dumke at a meeting 
of the American College Public 
Relations Association in Monte- 
rey, California on February 2. 


Our Trustees and faculties 
have made firm statements of 
principle, and so have our nine- 
teen State College presidents. 
Everyone, in fact, agrees that 
we must permit dissent, in ap- 
propriate and constitutionally- 
protected forms, on the campus, 
but that we must not permit it 
to take the form of force, vio- 
lence, or an undermining of our 
system of peaceful change 
through law. 

Here is where you ladies and 
gentlemen become of the utmost 
significance, not only to academe, 
but to society as well. Because 
if our colleges and universities 
are wrenched or warped into 
some new malformation as a 
result of unlawful dissent, or 
over- reaction to it, all of society 
and this nation will suffer. There 
are several ways in which you can 
help. 

One is to put recent campus 
eruptions in perspective. They 
are like « boil on one’s nose — 
it does not represent total cor- 
ruption of the bloodstream, and 
is seldom fatal. It is merely 
unsightly and painful while it 
lasts, but it is not an indication 
of the basic health of the whole 
body. The great majority of our 
students and faculties are solid 
citizens. 

Another is to indicate that 
these problems are a phenomenon 
of society. There has been a re- 
cent interchange between Presi-. 
dent Hitch of the University and

Superintendent Rafferty in which 
the former took the view that the 
campus could hardly be expected 
to be immune from what is going 
on in society as a whole, and 
the latter insisted that the cam- 
pus should hold itself above the 
general level and serve as a 
beacon for mankind. Both, of 
course, are right. To expect a 
college president to maintain an 
island of absolute calm while the 
streets of Detroit and other cities 
run with blood and crackle with 
the flames of burning buildings, 
and bus drivers in Los Angeles 
insist on shotgun guards for their 
runs in certain sections of the 
city, is somewhat unrealistic, 
to put it mildly. On the other 
hand, our constant effort should 
be to make campuses better than 
the world around them, and — 
despite some of the warped opin- 
ions which have developed re- 
cently — they usually are. 

A third, and perhaps the most 
important, job facing you is to 
help the great sound, moderate, 
constructive majority of stu- 
dents, faculty, and administra- 
tors in our colleges and univer- 
sities to keep the campuses from 
going Latin. Let us not become 
like some of the universities in 
some nations south of the border, 
where the university has largely 
lost its identity as an educational 
institution and has become, in- 
stead a breeding ground for revo- 
lution and a staging area for 
violent social change. This should 
not be the fate of our great col- 
leges and universities. If it hap- 
pens, we will lose our academic 
leadership of the world, and there 
will be an end to the contributions 
of our scholars to the benefit and 
betterment of mankind. 

Social dissent is like a strong 
medicine. If used properly and 
according io prescription, it can 
remedy many ills of the body 
politic. But if it is overused or 
used wrongly, it can prove as 
fatal as the most virulent poison.

“ . . . you may not carry a 
sword beneath a scholar’s gown, 
or lead flaming causes from a 
cloister ...a scholar who tries 
to combine those parts sells his 
birthright for a mess of pottage 
. . . when the final count is made 
it will be found that the impair- 
ment of his powers far outweighs 
any possible contribution to the 
cause he has espoused. If he is 
fit to serve in his calling at all, 
it is because he has learned not 
to serve in any other, for his 
singleness of mind quickly evapo- 
rates in the fire of passions, 
however holy.”’ 

“You cannot carry a sword 
beneath a scholar’s gown’’, said 
Justice Hand, yet that is what 
some of us are trying to do. You 
must help us learn that lesson, 
and learn it well, for if we do 
not, our gowns will be torn from 
us, and throughout history the 
unfrocked priest, no matter how 
pious or well-intentioned, has 
always lost his influence in the 
order.

budget increase, he was asked how this would affect student personnel 
services. He indicated that at this time he really didn’t know how the 
funds would be allocated, but that he was more interested in the 
instructional end of college...library expansion, science equipment, 


salaries... 


Certainly last year’s budget cut affected al! of the California State 
College system, but last year was the first year the budget had been 
so drastically cut. The problem existed long ago. Two years ago, 
again in an off campus approved hall, a similar problem occurred. 
Calls were made to Counseling -- again several hours were spent 
before anyone arrived, At this time Dr. Suzanne Snively saw the 
problem and realized the need for a more qualified staff. Out of the 
Health Center’s Budget, Dr. Snively hired a part-time psychiatrist 
to come to the college a few hours a week to handle more serious prob- 


lems. 


Of course, these few problems cited are the unusual rather than the 
usual, but the problems still exist and are too slowly being remedied. 
In the meantime, there is a thin line too crowded to support all those 


who are walking on it. 


Senate Censures Sutter 


By an 8-0-1 vote the Student 
Senate Wednesday ‘‘severely 
censured’’ Chairman John Sutter 
after he attempted to cancel the 
group’s weekly meeting, had 
come an hour late to the pro- 
ceedings and left with several 
items still on the agenda, 

Sutter had instructed Senate 
Secretary Linda Borden to notify 
members of the cancellation late 
Wednesday afternoon, approxi- 
mately a half hour before the 
meeting. According to Sutter, 
the cancellation was made be- 
cause no Senate members had 
come to him with items for 
the agenda, and he saw no im- 
mediate reason for his attend- 
ance, He considered the insuring 
of a favorable campus impres- 
sion on the nine state assembly- 
men who were spending the day 
on campus to be of vital im- 
portance, 

Members of the Senate, how- 
ever, felt there was business 
important enough to merit a reg- 
ular Senate session. Seven mem- 
bers of the Senate met in the 
Sierra Room with Roger L, Smith, 
Senate Vice-President, chairing 
the meeting. 

Although seven members is 
one short of a quorum, business 
can be conducted if the absence 
of the quorum is not brought 
up by a Senate member. The 
Senate began conducting business 
on this basis, taking votes by 
acclamation. 

Sutter arrived after the meet- 
ing had been in session nearly 
an hour, noted to the members 
tat he ‘‘semi-apologized’’ for 
his absence, and after chairing 
the meeting some fifteen minutes 
asked if there were any other 
matters calling for immediate 
votes, 

At this point, Sutter left the 
meeting, noting that ‘‘ since there 
was no further pressing busi- 
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ness’’ he had ‘‘more pressing 
commitments.’’ 

Several minutes after Sutter’s 
departure representative Judy 
Schafer arrived, making a 
quorum, Smith again assumed 
the chair and the order of the 
agenda was again taken up, with 
the addition of the item ‘‘Sutter 
Censure’’ under new business, 

The text of the resolution 
was as follows: 

WHEREAS: The ASSSC Senate 
meeting of 2i February 1968 con- 
cerned business that was import- 
ant for the efficient and optimum 
functioning of the ASSSC and of 
sufficient importance to warrant 
the holding of a meeting despite 
desires to the contrary by the 
Senate Chairman, 

WHEREAS: The sudden and 
arbitrary cancellation of the ASS- 
SC Senate meeting was prompted 
by selfish, personal considera- 
tions of the Senate Chairman, 
John Sutter; and, 

BE IT THEREFORE RE- 
SOLVED: That the ASSSC Senate 
severely censures its Chairman, 
John Sutter, for conduct unbe- 
coming of the Chairman of the 
ASSSC Senate and for acting in 
a manner beneficial to his sel- 
fish desires but highly detri- 
mental to the Associated Students 
of Sacramento State College; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: 
That the ASSSC Senate serve 
notice to its Chairman, John 
Sutter, that a recurrence of con- 
duct of this nature would be 
considered by a majority of Sen- 
ate members as __ sufficient 
grounds for his impeachment.
